Toxics Cleanup: If contamination is suspected, discovered, or occurs during the project, WDFW shall test
the potentially contaminated media. If the media is found to be contaminated, WDFW will notify
Ecology’s Environmental Report Tracking System Coordinator at the Southwest Regional Office.
